COUNTY BOARD DOES ITS WORK 


WELL AND EVERY 
MAN WHO 


REGISTERED HAS BEEN CLASS- 


IFIED. 


When the work ol the county selec- 


tive board was completed the war de- 
partment had on file the question- 
-naires of 4,375 registrants in Volusia 
county, the total number of men of 
military age under the draft law, for 
questionnaires had been mailed to all 
registrants and returned and the reg- 
istrants classified before the order 
<:ame from the office of Provost Mar- 
shal General Crowder following the 
signing of the armistice between the 
allies and Germany, ordering that the 
rquestionnaires be discontinued. 


The completion of their work before 


the orders to discontinue arrived 
shows that the county board had kept 
abreast of the work in hand, and^the 
mailing of questionnaires and physi- 
cal examinations has been pushed 
through rapidly 
following each reg- 


istration, so that the Volusia county 
board has made a record among the 
boards in Florida, many of which had 
not completed the work of mailing 
out questionnaires to the last regis- 
trants when the war came to an end 


In fact, the Volusia county board 


-was the first in the state, in its class, 
to complete the work. 


Since the United States entered the 


-war 19 months ago, there have been 
three registrations under the draft 
law. »The first was on June 5, 1917, 
•when 1,931 Volusia county men, be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 31 years, 
registered. 
The second registration 


•came In June,"l918, when all men be- 
coming 21 years of age since the 1917 
registration were called to register, 
and under this 19 young men of Vo- 
lusia county were added to the rolls 
of men within military age. The third 
registration came 
in 
August, 1918, 


-when 20 young men reaching their 
"21st year registered. The last regis- 
tration came September 12, 1918, un- 
-der the new man power bill, taking in 
all men between th# ages of 18 and 
45 years, and under this a total of 2,- 
331 men registered. 
Of these, 1,342 


were between 18 and 19 and 37 to 45 
years ot age, and SS9 were between 
the ages of 19 and 36, inclusive. 


Under the instructions now ^ssued 


by the war department, all question- 
naires received by registrants must 
be filled out and returned to the board 
and in the case of the Volusia county 
board these are all in and registrants 
classified. This means that the board 
will have on file the questionnaire of 
every man registered in the county. 
Orders were received not to classify 
registrants between the ages of 37 
and 45, inclusive, until further orders, 
but the fact that the board had al- 
ready completed this task goes to 
show that it ha,s been up to the min- 
ute in its work. 


Of the total number of 4,375 men 


-who registered in Volusia county un- 
der the draft law, approximately 613 
have been called for military service 
and are now in the army, while it is 
estimated that the county, in addi- 
tion to these, has furnished approxi- 
mately 500 volunteers, so that the 
county is represented by at least 1,- 
100 or more men who are wearing the 
uniform of Uncle Sam, many of them 
with the American troops in France, 
who participated in the great events 
leading up to the routing of the Huns. 


The Volusia county selective board 


-deserves credit for the efficient man- 
ner in which all the business was 
conducted.

TIME ZONE BOUNDARY 


LINES AREANNOUNCED 


The new official boundary line for 


the time zones has just been an- 
nounced, the new lines unifying the 
existing lines moves them slightly 
westward. The new line puts prac- 
tically all of Florida in the eastern 
time zone and is effective January 1. 
The new line separating the eastern 
and central time zones will pass 
tftrough Franklin, N C, Atlanta, Ma-

boundary of Florida the line will ex- 
tend to River Junction and follow the

AGAIN APPRAISING THE 


VALUE OF THE CANAL 


Another survey of the value of the 


work and franchises of the Florida 
East Coast canal has been ordered by 
the government, a board of three of- 
ficers appointed by the secretary of 
war from the engineer corps of the 
United States army being now engag- 
ed on this work, according to notice 
received by Frank Baker of Miami, 
chairman of the inland waterway com- 
mittee of the east coast chamber of 
commerce, from the director' of the 
division of inland waterways of the 
U. S government. 


The report of this board, the notice 


says, will be transmitted to congress 
which may or may not authorize the 
purchase or operation of this canal. 


"Our inland waterways committee 


heretofore investigated this highway," 
sa^s the director's letter, "and the re- 
port shows that while it is apparent

The fact that the extra train ser- 


•ice on the Florida East Coast rail- 
road will start two weeks earlier than 
. 


usual indicates that the real busy „' 
ourist season will come earlier anu 
will last longer this winter than in 
the past. The early inauguration of 
the special tourist train service is also 
an indication that the railroad officials 
are expecting and are planning for a 
big winter tourist business. 


Recently it was announced that two 


of the big East Coast hotels, the Al- 
cazar ih St. Augustine and the Break- 
ers in Palm Beach, would not open 
this season, but a later announcement 
is made that these hotels will open 
along with the other large hotels. 


The extra train service on the 


East Coast road will be pnt on this 
year December 23, and the service 
will be similar to that offered in for- 
mer years. Two additional Pullman, 
trams will be operated each way in 
addition to the three trains each day 
now in service.

When the work of the county selec- 


tive board was completed the war de- 
partment had on file the question- 
-naires of 4,375 registrants in Volusia 
county, the total number of men of 
military age under the draft law, for 
questionnaires had been mailed to all 
registrants and returned and the reg- 
istrants classified before the order 
Carrie from the office of Provost Mar- 
shal General Crowder following the 
signing of the armistice between the 
allies and Germany, ordering that the 
rquestionnaires be discontinued. 


The completion of their work before 


the orders to discontinue arrived 
shows that the county board had kept 
abreast of the work in hand, and^the 
mailing of questionnaires and physi- 
cal examinations has been pushed 
through rapidly 
following each reg- 


istration, so that the Volusia county 
board has made a record among the 
boards in Florida, many of which had 
not completed the work of mailing 
out questionnaires to the last regis- 
trants when the war came to an end 


In fact, the Volusia county board 


-was the first in the state, in its class, 
to complete the work. 


Since the United States entered the 


-war 19 months ago, there have been 
three registrations under the draft 
law. »The first was on June 5, 1917, 


' 
-when 1,931 Volusia county men, be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 31 years, 
registered. 
The second registration 


•came In June,"l918, when all men be- 
coming 21 years of age since the 1917 
registration were called to register, 
and under this 19 young men of Vo- 
lusia county were added to the rolls 
of men within military age. The third 
registration came 
in 
August, 1918, 


' 
-when 20 young men reaching their 
"21st year registered. The last regis- 
tration came September 12, 1918, un- 


" -der the new man power bill, taking in 


all men between th# ages of 18 and 
45 years, and under this a total of 2,- 
331 men registered. 
Of these, 1,342 


were between 18 and 19 and 37 to 45 
years ot age, and SS9 were between 
the ages of 19 and 36, inclusive. 


Under the instructions now ^ssued 


by the war department, all question- 
naires received by registrants must 
be filled out and returned to the board 
and in the case of the Volusia county 
board these are all in and registrants 
classified. This means that the board 
will have on file the questionnaire of 
every man registered in the county. 
Orders were received not to classify 
registrants between the ages of 37 
and 45, inclusive, until further orders, 
but the fact that the board had al- 
ready completed this task goes to 
show that it ha,s been up to the min- 
ute in its work.
